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An Account of Mr Sam. Brown His Second 
Book of Eajl India Plants, with their Names, 

Vertues, Defcription, i&c. By James Peciver, 
apothecary, and Fellow of the Royal Society. 

'He following Plants were gathered the 27th and 
28th of April 1696. at Pearmeedoor, aboiit 16 
or 17 miles from Fort St George. 

The Country here is full of Trees and Btifhes, the 
ground clay, dry and Tandy. 

48. Tetrapteros Madrafpatana Lauruftini folio. Nq.is. 

Veanaungoo Malab. 

The Trunk of this Tree grows 5 or 6 foot high, and 
then (hoots out many ftraight branches about 12 or 13 
foot long : the Husky Fruit has no ill tajle, but when 
chewed makes the Spittle yellow. Mr Sam. Brown. 

Its twigs are A(h-colour, the leaves hand on (hort 
foot-ftalks, are fomewhat oval, efpecially the younger 
ones. The Fruit is befet with 4 membranaceous wings, 
near half an inch broad and 1 long,each Fruit hands on 
a pedicle about an inch long. Thefe referable the head 
or feed veiled of the Crown Imperial, but are much lets.

This is a ground-creeping Bindweed , putting forth 
fibrous Roots at each joynt, from whence proceeds one 
round and fometimes cufpidated leaf, on a foot-ftalk 
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near two inches long : at the fettingon of thefe leaves 
comes out 3 or 4 Flowers* which, axe fucceeded with 
fmooth round capfules, terminating in a thredly point, 
each, generally containing 4 yellowilh triangular 
fmooth Seed.

This Tree grows 25 or 30 foot high, and as thick as 
an ordinary mans wafte. S. B. 

The Leaves grow oppoiite, and the veins of the 
younger are very tranfparent, if held between your 
eye and the light. The Flowers are very like thofe 
of Bitter fweet, growing in Tufts, and have a yellow- 
ifh pointel like them, by which this Tree is eafily di- 
ftinguifht from its other kinds. 

The P&dds are near a foot long , and 3 quarters of 
an inch broad when expanded, thefe grow in pairs, and 
are fill’d with a white filky down, its Seed long, and 
oval like a Pine Kernel. 

Its younger Pods very much refemble thofe of the 
Vanillioes.

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Dr PlnketM hath very erroneoufly Figured the Fruit 
of this, he fetting a Crown on it, it having none, but 
terminates in a point.

The Decottiott of this and Porapatree is good for 
Fevers in Children. Boy I’d with Fijh gives a very 
pleafant tafte.

Thefe Leaves are like the Alfine Amer. Nummula- 
riae folio Pat. Bar. prodr. but are hoary , efpecially 
whilft young* 

The Flowers commonly grow at every joynt, 3, 4, 
or more together, the hoary pentapetalos calyces whol¬ 
ly cover the feed Vejfels, which when ripe, contain 
many very fmall black feed % 

53. Chengunnee Malab. 

Caffia Pearmeedorica, folio Sense obtufo, fubtuS pii- 
befcente. 

Thefe Flowers exactly referable thofe of Caffia Fijht- 
la , the leaves fomewhat like Sena , but are hoary un¬ 
derneath-, and end blunt, with a little Spinula in the 
middle. 

This rifes 16 or 18 foot high, and the trunk as thick 
as a man’s Leg. 

The Decoction of the Leaves and Flowers taken in¬ 
wardly, and the Root ground with Water and a lit¬ 
tle Lime Juice, cures the Itch and Scab. E. B.

The Indigo figured and deferibed by Hernandez, p. 
io8. and Nierembergitts 339. cap. 11. feems to differ 
from this Plant, the Leaves being longer and (harp 
pointed, and what more confirms me in it, is, a 
draught which that Learned Jefuit and moft accurate 
Botanijl , George Jofeph Camel hath lately Pent to Mr 
Ray and me, whole pointed Leaves agree with the 
Icon of Hernandez , and like that, his has generally but 
9 Leaves, whereas ours has feldom fewer than 13, its 
pods alfo (according to Father Camels defign ) are very 
different.

Thefe are all large Trees as thick as 
a man’s wafte, and about 30 foot high ^ all thefe, or 
this alone, the Natives boyl in Butter, and give it for 
Coughs , 8cc. 

Thefe Berries grow in Clutters, are black, fomewhat 
bigger than Pepper , each ends in a point, and is fulca™ 
red as if double, fome (the more ripej are cleft or crack 
towards die tip, in each half is contained one fmall 
Kernel, a little lefs than its Cafe, thefe ttick to the 
middle of the Berry, which is parted by a double 
skin.

This rifes in branches 6 or 8 foot high , they do not 
ufe it inwardly, but boyl it in water, and then put red 
hot Stones in the faid water, then covering themfelves 
and Pot, the hot Vapours of which procures a plenti¬ 
ful fweat, which cures Colds, Pains , &c- 

This and the laft feems to be both of th§ Caper kind, 
but the fpecimens being much impaired, we dare not 
be pofitive. 

62. Clachedde Malab.

This is about 2 or 3. foot high, it bears a fweetifh 
Fruit as big as a Pea. 

There is another fort call’d Peddc-cla-chedde , or 
the great Cla-chedde, which is 5 or 6 foot high. 

The Bark of both, or either of the Roots ground 
with water, and drank, cures Buboes by diftolving 
them, (which the Natives think the be ft way of cure) 
the fame ground with Lime-juice , cures Sores or 
Biles. 

Thefe Leaves grow oppofite on fcarce difcernable 
foot-ftalks, they are thick, ftiff, and veiny, very like 
the common A! at emus, but are not fer rated.

Dr Plukenet hath given fo many imperfed Figures 
of this Tribe, that it’s very hard to judge whether this 
be one amongft them. 

Thefe Leaves refemble thofe oi Tamarinds or Abrus , 
their middle rib inclining to the upper part of each 
Leaf, thele grow in pairs without any pedicle, have 
commonly 8,and rarely exceed ten leaves, the upper pair 
always larged. The Flowers are compofed only of ve¬ 
ry fine Threads about half an inchin length, and make 
altogether a very regular Plume or Tuft , they coming 
all from one bafe on a naked foot-ftalk, fomewhat 
more than an inch long.

Thefe con¬ 
tinue to the bate of the Fruit , which are about the 
bignefs of Hazel-nuts, and pointed, and are of a burl 
colour and as foft, each containing 3 Kernels. 

This Flowers in November, and the Fruit ripens a- 
bout April.

I cannot omit here taking notice of a peculiarity in 
this Plant, which the more convinces me that it is the 
Colinil of the H. Malab. viz. Having received feveral 
Specimens of this Plant, particularly from the Eajl 
Indies , I did obferve thereon a fort of Excreftcnce , like 
a Fruit ot dry Capfule, which upon examination, 1 
found to be a fort of Gall, having a large perforation 
into it. This the Hortus Malab. takes particular no- 
ticeof, Vol- 1. pag. 104. in thefe words, viz. Pneter 
Siliquas , Irucim not hi vi rides, tenuiter pilofi ac durio- 
li, furculis laepe infidere confpiciuntur, qui in verticc 
funr foramine pertufi & intus cavi.

This I have lately received, both with Flower and 
Berry, from Mr Edward BullRey, by the name of E-

The firft that I find takes notice of this Plant is Dr 
Herman , late Botanick Profejjor of the Leyden Phyfick- 
63.Fi g.Garden y who in his Catalogue thereof, deferibes and 
figures this pag. 63. and its roots p. 650. under the ti¬ 
tle of Afparagus aculeatus maximus farmentofus Zeylani- 
ctff, and fays the Roots are fweet and pleafant, like 
our Scorzonera , and therefore fo called by the Europe¬ 
ans in Ceylon , and by the Natives Hatawarija, he adds, 
that the Inhabitants boyl thefe Roots in Milkox Broath, 
or elfe pickle them with Salt, Vineger, and Pepper, 
and efteem themamongft their Dainties.

Brown's Papers 
to me) by the Malabar Name of Caut-Mogula- Maraum, 
and fays its Flowers are very fragrant, which the Hort 
Malab • aflerts alfo of the Vidimarum . Dr Plukenet al- 
fo takes notice of this in his Mantiffa, p. 21. without 
ever referring it to his P hytographia, Tab.

but having by this time forgot it, he now fuppofes 
it to be the Elengi Hort.

The Reverend Father Hamel feems alfo to Figure

Mr Sam. Brown fays the Natives eat the leaves of 
this, and with the Wood, which is very light and 
fpongy, they build their Flats to iire in. It is only 
one ftrait ftiCk, without branches, lave feme very fmall 
ones near the top, in the middle it’s as thick as ones 
wrift, and tapers away at both ends, and grows 6 or 
7 foot high, i’he Portugueze call it Pan f paoj levi or 
light-wood.
